"contribution to the Colombo kitty should be 
drastically increased, say from $25 millions to 
$50 millions, Mr, John Diefenbaker, of the 
Conservatives, and Mr. M. J. Coldwell, of the 
CCF, are not the only persons who have;told 
the Government that they do hot think we are 
doing enough. 

Despite these demands there has been lit- 
tle pubjicity given across the land to the pre- 
cise uses to which a doubled grant would be 
put. And the news that Mr, Cavell probnbly 
won't be able to get rid of this year's^ $25 mil- 
lions by the tinie tho end of the ■fiscal year 
rolls around hasn't helped the cause among the 
public. So little do Canadians understand 
how an additional $25 niillions each year 
would be spent (and this would inevitably 
mean increased personal income tax) that, if 
they do support such an increased grant, it 
will be more the result of a sentimental attach- 
ment to the philosophy of the Confucian pro- 
verb than of anything else. . 

So Mr. Cnvdl would do good service in his 
talk in the Union at 1 p.m; toiday if he explain- 
ed what precise' effect a doubled çrant from 
Canada would have in Asia. .We could also 
do with the assurance that technical assistance 
to Asia is not tantamount to pouring money 
into a bottomless pit.

A\nien planning this issue' on civil liberties 
it seemed to us at first that the subject held 
little of importance to us as Canadians, In 
the United States it is certainly becoming an 
urgent and pressing issue, for the judgment of 
what constitutes "Un-.4.merican activity" 
Ssm% so fine that it threatens, both directly 
land indirectly, the basic freedoms of criticism 
" •and exjSession..^ ";; ,* . ' * 

, Li Cànàââ, however, we have the good 
M'Sortune to live in a land where most indi- 
I 'i^^viduals enjoy the full range of civil liberty, 
î^^iplalthough without a Bill of Rights' thèse free- 
'.^^K'.'doms exist only through a process of legal 
'v implication or inference. '• " 

. Without a Bill of Rights and. what is more 
. ■ ■ imijgrtant, ' without, pur . Heing individually 
V a!Î7«rè**of'our%èedom; ready, not only to pos- 
sess it ourselves, but to protect it for ouçselves 
- and for others, we nm the risk of losing the 
liberty we now take for granted. 

This issue of The Varsity attempts to bring 
together the many instances where civil liber- 
L^^ ties are being denied. As separate instances 
i't they amount to little, but taken as a whole 
.. they add up to what has been called aptly the 
,iv creeping sickness of our time. In its lighter 
ilrl.fcrm it is the insidious attempt to limit the 
led^tD, of the individual for what is mis; 
iidedly^considered to be the good of the many. 




In such a guise wc have the danger of cen- 
^Borship, not only on the Federal but also on 
the Provincial level, where a Board of Censors 
has the right to ban literature and movies en- 
tering Canada without any right of appeal 'be- 
ing allowed. 

On the national level our treatment of the 
Eskimo and Indian leaves much to be desired, 
while Canadian immigration laws frankly dis 
criminate according to colour. According-tpJ^ ^ 
Order in Council passed in 1950, admission "of; 
IP^'i^British subjects into Canada depends upon 
:^ the colour of their skin, for though the British 
. West Indian has thç full righbi of a British 
J^fâii.Bubject, his entrance" into Canada is now're- 
■'^;^6tricted by lawj^^. I •

printed matted Only recently Premier DÙ- 
plessis has announced his intention of censor- 
ing all TV shows in his province, and the, chief 
censor of Quebec, Alexis Gagrion has said: 
"We are a Catholic province, and we will not 
permit anything to be shown which does not 
conform to the Catholic idea." 

But lest we consider that discrimination is 
• unique to Quebec and to the United States, we 
would do well to remember the incident in 
Dresden in 1949 wlieii it was brought to light 
, in the press, particularly in Maclean's Ma- 
gazine, that some stores were refusing to serve 
Negro customers, while others served them only 
in a back room. 

Only in last November a Malayan. Trades": 
Union representative was refused a shave by a 
•Toronto barber, and a similar incident occur- 
red in Hamilton in when a barber refused 
•to cut the hàîr of the/pianist, Oscar Peterson, 
For each of these instances which come to 
light there are many which remain unknowu, 
in spite of the fact that nearly every city has 
passed by-laws which grants licenses to busi- 
nesses only with the provision that those busi- 
nesses do' not discriminate against customers 
according to race, creed, or .colour. 

That the rights of the Canadian citizen 
should be protected by law was the recom- 
mendation made by the Association for Cm\ 
Liberties in a brief presented last year to the 
Senate of Canada. It was felt that Canada 
should include a Bill of Rights in the Con- 
stitution which" would apply as the fundamen- 
tal law of (he land, as a protection for the in- 
.dividual against infringement of his civil liber-, 
ties by the state, or by any groups within it. * 
That we should have a law guaranteeing 
our liberty and our freedom is a step in the 
'jè^diriection,' It is however not an end in' 
^^f^'for^jirhether or not we have a law stat- 
'iBg^'our individual rights, those rights will re- 
iinaih' ours only so long as we use them. 
i-Jif /We shall remain free to gpeak 6nly so long 
as' we demand freedom of spièech. We shall 
remain free to worship only sb'lçng as^we stand . 
vigilant over that freedom, not for ourselves 
only but for all' those like us. The "danger to 
our liberty lies in our silence, f-.
